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Shannon  Named  First  Lay  President  of  SJC 


Dr.  Albert  Shannon,  vice  president  for  academic  affairs  at  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege,  has  been  selected  as  the  15th  president  of  the  College  effective  July  1, 1993. 

He  becomes  the  first  lay  president  in  College  history,  succeeding  Father  Char¬ 
les  Banet,  C.PP.S.,  ’50,  who  held  the  position  for  28  years. 

Shannon  came  to  Saint  Joseph's  last  August  from  Saint  Joseph's  University  in 
Philadelphia,  where  he  served  as  graduate  division  director/chair  from  1986-1992. 

A  native  of  Pittsburgh,  he  has  a  B.A.  degree,  Summa  Cum  Laude  and  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  in  English  and  Classics  from  Marquette  University,  and  a  master's  degree 
from  Boston  University.  He  received  a  Ph.D.  in  curriculum  and  administration 
from  Marquette  in  1978. 

Shannon  says  he  will  seek  to  maintain  the  excellence  of  the  academic  division 
of  the  College;  continue  the  commitment  to  sound  fiscal  policy;  continue  to  hold 
the  students  as  the  top  priority  of  the  College;  lead  the  faculty  in  their  stewardship 
of  their  academic  programs;  work  closely  with  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood 
and  look  to  the  principal  of  reciprocal  influence  as  one  of  his  guiding  principals. 

Shannon,  wife  M.J.,  and  son  Sean,  17,  reside  in  Rensselaer.  Their  daughter. 
Erica,  20,  is  a  sophomore  at  Mount  Saint  Mary's  College  in  Maryland.

SJCs  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  Inducts  New  Members 

Kevin  Sims  '79,  Larry  Weber  '72  and  Linda  Wiesenhahn  '86  were  inducted  into  Saint  Joseph's  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  April  17 
during  the  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  Dinner  and  Induction. 

Kevin  was  honored  for  his  dual  athletic  career  at  SJC  from  1975  to  1979,  in  basketball  and  baseball.  His  basketball  statistics  for 
1978  and  1979  are:  88  games,  1,129  points,  (18th  in  SJC  history),  12.8  average  points  per  game  and  191  rebounds.  Kevin  was  1st 
Team  All-Conference  and  was  elected  co-captain  both  years.  He  played  on  the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Association  Regional 
Championship  Team  in  1979.  In  baseball,  Kevin's  batting  average  at  SJC  was  .326-.383-.3l7r.449.  He  earned  a  place  on  the  3rd  Team 
All-American  Squad  in  1979.  He  was  All-Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference  League  Most  Valuable  Player  in  1979,  was  a  two-time,  all¬ 
conference  selection  in  the  Indiana  Collegiate  Conference  and  was  a  three-year  starter.  He  is  now  part  owner  of  All  Star  Trophy  and 
Awards,  Inc.  in  Lafayette,  Ind. 

Larry  was  honored  for  his  outstanding  contribution  to  Puma  wrestling. 

In  his  junior  year,  he  recorded  nine  wins  and  2  losses.  As  a  senior,  he  was 
11  and  1  and  an  Indiana  Collegiate  Conference  champion.  He  also  was 
voted  the  Most  Valuable  Player.  Larry  practices  family  medicine  in  Kala¬ 
mazoo,  Mich.,  where  he  resides  with  wife,  Charlotte  Joens  '73  and  their 
three  children. 

Linda  was  honored  for  her  career  from  1982  to  1986  in  basketball  and 
volleyball.  She  was  SJC's  all-time  leading  scorer  in  basketball  with  1,452 
points  at  the  time  of  her  graduation.  As  a  starting  center  she  was  a  career 
leader  in  blocked  shots.  She  was  a  Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference  First 
Team  All-Conference  player  for  two  years.  In  volleyball,  she  was  a  four- 
year  starter  and  two-time  All-Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference  performer. 

She  is  associated  with  Hancock  Fabrics,  Inc.,  in  the  Cincinnati  area.  As  a 
store  manager,  Linda  had  the  responsibility  of  opening  a  new  branch  store 
in  April.

New  Bus 
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WOMEN  AT  SAINT  JOSEPH'S  COLLEGE 

The  role  of  women  in  the  history  of  Saint  Joseph's  College  began  with  Mother  Katharine  Drexel  of  the  Sis¬ 
ters  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament.  She,  as  a  lay  person  and  wealthy  heiress,  paid  for  the  erection  of  the  buildings 
and  for  the  land  in  1888  to  establish  the  Saint  Joseph's  Indian  Normal  School,  which  in  1891  was  chartered 
Saint  Joseph's  College.  She  entered  a  convent  in  1889  and  was  beatified  in  Rome,  November  20, 1988. 

The  first  women  on  campus  were  Precious  Blood  Sisters,  who  arrived  in  the  summer  of  1891  to  do  kitchen 
and  laundry  services  for  the  students.  In  1950,  their  status  changed  and  several  of  the  Sisters  served  on  the 
faculty  from  1956  to  1961.  When  plans  to  build  a  women's  college  nearby  were  dropped,  the  teaching  Sisters 
left. 

The  first  lay  woman  to  participate  in  a  campus  activity  occurred  in  the  winter  of  1938  when  Miss  Pauline 
Tonner,  daughter  of  Professor  Paul  Tonner,  was  permitted  to  sing  several  numbers  with  the  college's  orches¬ 
tra  in  the  spring  concert.  Things  were  so  strict,  however,  that  she  was  not  allowed  to  appear  on  stage,  but  had 
to  sing  from  back  stage,  where  she  could  not  be  seen. 

The  acceptance  of  women  on  campus  began  to  grow  more  rapidly  thereafter  and  on  February  21, 1939, 
girls  from  the  Rensselaer  community  were  allowed  to  participate  in  a  college  play.  In  1947,  Ceil  Conley  was 
hired  as  the  bookstore  manager. 

The  summer  school  session  in  1948  was  memorable  for  the  fact  that  women,  eleven  Sisters  of  various  Or¬ 
ders,  were  admitted  as  students  for  the  first  time.  Their  attendance  would  be  a  regular  feature  of  many  sum¬ 
mer  sessions  to  come. 

In  the  second  semester  of  1951-52,  Mary  Lou  Worland  became  the  first  female  to  enroll  for  classes  during 
a  regular  school  term.  The  first  lay  woman  graduate  was  Nancy  J.  (Dye)  Beck  in  1960. 

In  1956,  two  Sisters  of  the  Precious  Blood  and  Dr.  Emily  Chen  became  the  first  women  on  the  faculty  for 
the  regular  school  year,  though  other  Sisters  had  taught  in  summer  school.  Also  in  1956,  Nell  Harris  became 
the  first  female  director  of  the  Health  Center. 

The  opening  of  school  in  the  fall  of  1968  marked  the  appearance  of  women  residents  for  the  first  time. 
Eighty  women  occupied  the  east  wing  of  newly  completed  Justin  Hall.  The  college  hired  Nona  S.  Noel  as  As¬ 
sistant  Dean  of  Women  and  the  popular  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Dunn,  who  served  as  the  first  House  Mother  until 
1984. 

In  1976,  Deborah  Frantz,  a  math-computer  major,  was  the  first  female  to  be  elected  Student  Association 
president. 

Today,  women  play  a  significant  role  in  the  life  of  Saint  Joseph's  College.  Approximately  2200  women 
have  attended  SJC  for  four  or  more  semesters  with  1600  graduating.  As  students,  they  comprise  more  than 
half  the  student  body,  are  deeply  involved  in  student  government,  class  offices  and  other  leadership  posi¬ 
tions,  and  participate  in  eight  NCAA  Division  II  varsity  sports.  Out  of  235  college  employees,  127  are  women; 
20  faculty  members  and  107  administrative  and  support  staff.  Six  women  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees.

She  has  been  involved  in  other  activities,  such  as  student  gov¬ 
ernment,  where  she  just  completed  a  term  as  vice  president  of  the 
Student  Association.  Also,  she  was  an  outstanding  member  of  SJC's 
basketball  team  and  was  a  three-time  member  of  the  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference  All- Academic  Team.  Excelling  in  many  areas, 

Sheryl  was  recently  chosen  the  1993  Little  500  Queen  and  was  the  Sheryl  Klemme  V3 

National  Winner  of  the  1991  Moses  Leo  Gitelson  Essay  Contest. 

Sheryl's  essay,  'The  Bill  of  Rights:  Different  But  Unchanged,"  was  awarded  first  place  in  the  na¬ 
tion-wide  contest  sponsored  by  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  the  Presidency. 

She  served  as  Fellow  at  the  Center  for  the  study  of  the  Presidency  in  New  York  and  Dr.  Gordon 
Hoxie,  the  long-time  President  of  the  Center,  described  Sheryl  as  "one  of  the  very  best  the  Center  has 
ever  had."

"She  never  feels  she  is  too  good  for  any  job,"  continues  Dave.  "For  Sheryl,  honest  work,  what¬ 
ever  it  is,  deserves  respect." 

The  $10,000  scholarship  is  renewable  for  a  second  year  provided  evidence  of  satisfactory  per¬ 
formance  and  progress  is  made  during  Sheryl's  first  year  of  postgraduate  work.  She  plans  to  attend 
law  school  at  either  Notre  Dame  or  Indiana  University.

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The  head  of  the  stone  statue  of  Saint  Joseph  that  graced 
the  niche  in  the  south  tower  of  the  Administration  Building 
from  August  18, 1892,  until  the  building  was  destroyed  by 
fire  February  4, 1973,  is  being  displayed  in  the  lobby  of 
McHale. 

After  finding  all  the  parts,  it  was  sent  by  Father  Banet 
to  Rigali  Studios  in  Arlington  Heights,  Ill.,  and  Robert  Ri- 
gali,  Jr.,  a  '81  SJC  graduate,  restored  it. 

It  was  made  in  Germany  and  presented  to  the  College 
by  Father  August  Young  of  Garrett,  Ind. 

The  statue,  which  had  been  constructed  in  a  series  of 
slabs,  disintegrated  when  the  attempt  was  made  to  remove 
it  from  the  niche  following  the  fire.
